FIRE PREVENTION 





The National Fire Protection Asso- 
ciation at its annual convention in 
Chicago recommends a number of 
ways to reduce fire losses. Most of 
these appeal to the common sense of 
all of us. 

On the question of damages for 
loss resulting to innocent persons 
from preventable fires it endorses a 
more general legal recognition of the 
common law principle of personal 
liability for damage resulting from 
fires due to carelessness or neglect 
and the enactment of laws or Or 
dinances fixing the cost of extinguish- 
ing preventable fires upon citizens 
disregarding fire prevention orders. 

This is strictly in accord with the 
law which allows damages to our in- 
jured party resulting from another's 
earelessness in operating an automo- 


car, amusement park, mechanical 
equipment, etc. Then why not some 
redress against the person who is 
careless with fire? 

The association also urged muni- 
cipalities to adopt the standard build- 
ing code in order that fire-resistive 
construction may be encouraged. 

Also that states adopt building and 
fire protection requirements for pub- 
lic and private hospitals, schools, 
asylums and the like, and that an 
official investigation into the causes 
of all fires be required. 

Perhaps the wisest recommenda- 
tion of all is that pleading for the 
education of the children and the 
public generally in careful habits re- 
garding the use of fire.

Thursday, Dishman said. 

The stock brokers blamed for the 
swindle are accused of buying stock 
at low prices and offering it to 
farmers at a greatly increased fig- 
ure, taking personal notes in pay- 
ment. These notes were offered for 
collection at country banks, which 
issued certificates of deposit and 
then discounted them at city banks, 
which in turn called upon the coun- 
try banks for payment. When the 
Los Angeles banks called upon the 
Farmers and Merchants Bank of 
Chino, the bank could not pay and 
was closed as a result, according to 
the United Press, dispatch from San 
Francisco. 

Mr. Brown said that most of the 
certificates which the Chino bank 
had were on farmers, but that they 
had ‘a few signed by Pomona men 
of standing. He said that he had 
little doubt but what most of the 
men would pay—that they would not 
permit the bank to suffer for their 
mistakes. He said that the em- 
ployes of the bank had not taken 
any certificates without talking it 
over with the men signing the cer- 
tificates, and that they had believed 
the men knew what they were do- 
ing. Several of the men losing in 
the swindle have already paid the 
amount of their certificates, he said. 

He said that a statement publish- 
ed in a Los Angeles newspaper that 


the Farmers and Merchants Bank 
faced certificates totalling $90,000 
was wrong. The bank had only 


$76,000 certificate deposits, he said. 

An Ontario bank had more of 
these certificates of deposit Ahan the 
Farmers and Merchants State Bank 
of Chino, Mr. Brown said. 

He said today that he believed the 

Chino bank would be open again in 
a few weeks. A directors’ meeting 
is called for Thursday, at which 
time State Superintendent of Banks 
John Franklin Johnson is expected 
in Chino. Mr. Johnson is reported 
to have left San Francisco for Los 
Angeles to investigate Southern Cal- 
ifornia banking conditions. 
The six confidence men operated 
in San Joaquin County, Merced 
County, Riverside County and sev- 
eral other southern counties besides 
in San Bernardino and Los Angeles 
counties.

connection with the State University 
will be given at Riverside during the 
summer of 1924.. This is the inform- 
ation given Assemblyman Chester M. 
Kline in a letter received Saturday 
from R. G. Sproul, Comptroller of the 
State University. Mr. Sproul ad- 
vises that the regents at their June 
meeting adopted the program as ask- 
ed for by Mr. Kline. The Comptrol- 
ler further says: 

“This action of the Regents having 
been taken so recently, the College 
of Agriculture has not yet had op- 
portunity to formulate the type of 
work nor to select the persons who 
will conduct the instruction. The 
courses themselves cannot start until 
next summer since the money appro- 
priated by the legislature will’ not 
ibe available in time to accomplish 
anything this year.” 

With the beginning of the courses, 
another big step has been taken to-! 
ward the securing of the State Agri- 
School at Riverside. The 
movement begun a number of years 
ago in San Bernardino, when it was 
felt that the agriculturists should 
be given more assistance in solving 
their problems and a committee rep- 
resenting all Southern California was 
formed. The committee met fre- 
quently and finally decided that Riv- 
erside was the most central and feas- 
ible place to locate it. 

In 1917 Assemblyman Kline intro- 
duced a bill into the legislature call- 
ing for an appropriatio# but he did 
not get it through both houses until 
1919, when $30,000 was secured to- 
ward the project. This was used as 
first payment on the land. In 1921 
another sum of $141,000 was secured 
by Mr. Kline to complete payment on 
land and water, both amounts being 
secured only after bitter fights. The 
land selected was known as the Gage 
tract, consisting of 300 acres on Rox 
Springs grade, across from the Citrus 
Experiment Station at Riverside. 
All kinds of charges were made by 
interests in Los Angeles against the 
quality of the land and the project in 
general in order to get the proposed 
institution away from Riverside and 
in the San Fernando Valley, but, so 


far, without success. 
Ever since the inception of the 
plan efforts have been made by 


Riverside county representatives to 
have the appropriations for the 
school put into the University bud- 
get which would put the University 
behind the project aad render un- 
necessary the putting through the 
legislature of a special bill with its 
consequent fight. The efforts to get 
it into the budget were always un- 
successful until this year when Mr. 
Kline succeeded in getting $40,000 
budgetted for agricultural courses 
for the next two years. The courses 
will be conducted in connection with 
the Citrus Experiment Station and 
will no doubt be exceedingly popular 
from the very beginning. Too much 
credit cannot be given Governor Rich- 
ardson for his help and favorable at~ 
titude. 

While this is a big step forward 
there is still a lot of work to be 
done on the Farm School proposition 
For some time money will have to 
be secured for buildings before the

IN YOSEMITE PARK

|ciation, a permanent secretary-treas- 
urer, and, of c@frse, the next meet- 
|ing place, which may, or may not, 
be a joint meeting with the P.N.L.A. 
either in Oregon or Washington. 
| were all subjects of interest. 
Yosemite Lodge was headquarters, 
;although the sessions were held at 
‘the government pavilion some half- 
mile away. The walk was, however, 
no drawback as one could feast on 
scenery all the way, Yosemite Falls 
being in sight most of the distance. 
There was always danger of being 
late to meeting for Yosemite Falls 
was at one’s back and naturally one 
needed to stop and turn around to 
get the full benefit of the view. Be 
it to the credit of the president, 
however, every session began on 
time.

State Librarian Milton Ferguson 
still believes that the library has 
been belittled in.the small commun- 
ity, and in some large communities, 
because book drives are carried on, 
and all sorts of things have been 
done to get books, or funds for books, 
such as white elephant saies by 
churches or woman's clubs, food 
sales and what not. He insists that 
the public library should be proper- 
ly supported by tax just as any 
other ctvic affair should ge. To try 
to,get help in any other way only 
lowérs the standing of the library 
in the community. Mr. Ferguson 
lays part of the blame at the door 
of the librarians because the worth 
of the library service has not been 
shown to the community. He _ is 
sure the public will properly support 
the library if properly shown! The 
state librarian said he had reduced 
his staff by 25 people but had not 
reduced salaries. This because the 
appropriation had been reduced. All 
municipal libraries and county 
branches will-hereafter pay all trans- 
portation charges to and from the 
state library for books borrowed from 
there because such transportation 
| could not be paid out of the present 
budget. This much, however, anyone 
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interested in the blind can be thank- 
ful for, and that is that books for 
the blind will still be printed. At 
one time it was feared that none 
could be printed for two years at 
least.

In purchasing reasonably priced 
special editions, Miss Thomas said 
that the size of the volume should 
be considered, the size and clearness 
of type and wideness: of margin be- 
cause of rebinding. She thinks a 
librarian should be a keen shopper 
when looking for special editions. 
Modern Pocket Library, Little Li- 
brary, Oxford Edition Standard Auth- 
ors, and especially MacMillan’s Eng- 
lish edition of Cranford, were same 
of the editions mentioned favorably. 
Librarians were advised to buy re- 
sewed bindings in fiction and in chil- 
dren’s books and to be a little shy 
of subscription books. “The book- 
man and the library budget” have 
nothing in common in a way—the 
bookman’s job is to show his books 
and the librarian’s business is to buy 
after she knows what her budget is 
to be! 

Considerable 
when the subject of censorship was 
mentioned. An Oregon librarian 
censors every book of fiction that 
comes in her library-—that is, either 
she or her assistants read every book 
of fiction before it is put in circula- 
Some doubt was expressed as 
assistants would 
know any more about fiction when 
they were through than some of 
the reading public and whether their 
judgment was to be trusted.

Where children are concerned, the 
parent being unwilling to pay the 
fine, the borrower's card is taken 
away for a few months, or perhaps 
the children are allowed to work it 
out at the library. One woman paid 
a fine every time she took out a 
book and the librarian finally found 
out that the woman was afraid the 
librarian might think her stingy if 
she brought it back on time! Even 
the Boy Scouts have collected over- 
due books and fines by acting as 
messengers for the library. Never- 
theless, every library seems to have 
a Blue Monday for such agreeable 
duties as sending out overdue no- 
tices, etc.
